In order to assist tho Committee, it has been . 
suggested to Mr. Genmnan that tha Committee make this ' 

request so that upon dillvtry of tha praaaaaoolnatlon 
documents, it might thoroughly analyse and compare tha 
71,14 Of flea doewants to tha FBIHQ documents already 
furnlahad. By aa doing. It should become apparent to tha 
Couittse that no substantive Information bearing on tha 
course or outcome of tha Lea Harrey Oswald Investigation 
vaa omitted from reports or oonaunicatlons ultimately 
directed to FBIHQ . 



In addition. It has bean suggested to Mr. Genzman 
that, once the HSCA has had ample opportunity to thoroughly 
digest the contents of tha preassassination Field documents 
as compared to tha FBIHQ documents, should it have further 
reservations about tha type of information residing in Field 
Office files and not sent to FB1HQ, it might than consider 
requesting documents from the Dellas Field Office 
assassination files for a very narrow time frame. If this 
# ■< i , to satisfy Committee requirements and if you concur, 
the Committee would than ba of farad a copy of tha Freedom of 
Information Act release on tha Dallas Field Office President 
John F. Kennedy assassination files, which will be produced 
in response to a pending request from Mr. Harold We iabarg. 
However, it is estimated that at least 90 days will be 
required to process tha Dallas Field Office files requested 

by Mr. Vaisberg. 



In short, an existing court order requires production 
of tha Dallas and New Orleans Field Office files for 
Mr Vaisberg. Absent a compelling reason not presently in 
evidence, it is felt that a Conmittee request for a separata 
production of ell Dellas end New Orleans Field Office £11** 
would create an undue burden on tha FBI’s already strained 
resources in this area end should ba resisted strenuously.
